On January 1, 1957, an impor- 
tant demographic event took place 
in Brazil: its largest city passed 
the three-million population mark. 

According to the estimates of 
the Brazilian Institute of General 
Statistics, the Paulista capital on 
that day had 3,069,626 persons 
living within its limits. Rio de 
Janeiro on that day had a popula- 
tion of 2,895,777. 


Transport Problem 

The rapid growth of the city of 
Sao Paulo has overtaxed its trans- 
portation facilities. The city fath- 
ers early in October advertised for 
bids to build a subway system for 
the municipality. 

These’ bids have been 
opened and the successful bidders 
have been invited to send repre- 
sentatives to Sao Paulo with a 
view toward finalizing construc- 
tion contracts.

Interest in ‘Monorail’ 

The Alweg Corporation of Co- 
logne, Germany, owned by Axel 
L. Wenner-Gren, the Swedish-born 
financier, has been notified that 
it should send its representatives 
to Sao Paulo to negotiate a con- 
tract for building a 100-kilometer 
(about 62.5 miles) monorail sys- 
tem that it had recommended. 

The Pacific Consultant Company 
of Tokyo, Japan, was informed 
that it, too, should send its engi- 
neers to Brazil to work out a con- 
tract for building a subway sys- 
tem for the city. Another company, 
the Société Generale de Traction 
et D’Exploitation, of Paris, also 
was being considered. Details of 
the organization’s bidding proposal 
have not been disclosed. 


Long-Term Project 

A spokesman for the Tokyo con- 
cern said yesterday that if his 
company received a final contract 
it would take ten years to build 
the subway system called for in 
its tender. His company, he added, 


technical assistance in the proj- 
ect, but also the rail cars and 
other equipment required. 
Alweg’s proposal, according to 
The New York Times, is for a 
monorail system to be built under, 
on and above the streets of Sao 
Paulo. Arne B. Johansson, vice 
president and managing director 
of the Cologne company, has just 
arrived in Brazil. He said his com- 
pany’s plans call for developing a 
900-car system over six years. 

If Alweg should be granted a 
contract to construct a monorail 
system, it would be the first large 
installation of its kind. Monorail 
transportation is not new, but 
most such systems until now have 
been of an experimental nature. 


Straddles Rail 


The Alweg monorail car is not 
suspended from an _ overhead 
track, as are the cars in such 
systems generally engineered. In- 
stead, the Alweg car straddles a 
narrow rail of reinforced concrete 
built on a line of slender concrete 
columns or pilings. The car draws 
its motive power from electric 
rails. 


Rubber Wheels 


According to Mr. Johansson, his 
company’s train rides almost 
noiselessly since it uses rubber 
rather than steel wheels. The car 
is a lightweight articulated unit 
designed to provide seats for 
thirty and standing room for an- 
other seventy passengers. 

No details have been disclosed 
as to the type of equipment the 
Tokyo company would use in its 
proposed subway system. 


Proposed Route 


The first link in the Sao Paulo 
subway system will serve the 
southern sector of the city. Begin- 
ning at the Avenida Itororé 
under the Viaduct Luis Anténio, 
it will run at street level to the 
Paraiso. There plunging under- 
ground, it will run as a subway as 
far as the Instituto Bioldégico, 
where once more it will emerge 
to the surface, to go to Santo

A lot more people are drinking | 
a lot more coffee today because of | 
the Pan-American Coffee Bureau, | 
which in January celebrated its 
twentieth anniversary. President 
of the Association is a Brazilian, 
Sr. Vito Sa, world renowned au- 
thority on coffee. 

The industry association, rep- 
resenting coffee producing nations 
of Latin America, was born out 
of a conference of distressed grow- 
ers at Bogota in 1936. Competing 
coffee interests were brought to- 
gether on the assumption that in- 
dustry-wide promotion would help 
everyone. While over-production 
had hurt, it was recognized that 
under-consumption shared the 
blame. 


How Financed 


Job of the bureau was to make 
people coffee conscious. Its work 
is financed by member nations, 
which today contribute ten cents 
on every 132-pound bag imported 
into the United States or Canada. | 

By 1939, according to the New | 
York Herald Tribune, coffee im- 
ports were up to 15,000,000 bags 
and by 1945 the United States was 
bringing in 20,500,000 bags. High 
point for the industry was in 
1949, when some 22,000,000 bags 
of coffee came into the United 
States. Last year, imports 
amounted to more than 21,000,000 
bags, valued at $1,400,000,000. A 
large part of the total came from 
Brazil. 


Bureau’s Aims 


Results of the bureau’s promo- 
tion include a broader market, 
consumption of more coffee at 
breakfast than twenty years ago 
and higher consumption at other 
meals and snacks. 

Best known of the bureau’s pro- 
motions is the “coffee break,” a 
word which has become part of 
the language to signify an estab- 
lished custom in business and in-

Coffee-Break Data 


According to recent surveys 
cited by the bureau, 75 per cent 
of all workers in this country and 
Canada have opportunities for 
coffee-breaks, against 50 per cent 
in 1950. 

Today, the association promotes 
the beverage with a complete mar- 
keting program, including na- 
tional advertising, publicity, point- 
of-sale materials and retail pro- 
motion. Information on coffee is 
also supplied. 


Policy Direction 
Policies are established by a 
board of directors, composed of 
one delegate from each member 
company. The countries are Brazil, 
Colombia, El Salvador, Ecuador 
and Mexico. 

Plans of the bureau are to in- 
crease coffee consumption during 
the next generation by at least as 
much as the increase which has 


|taken place since 1936. 


Canadian Activity 
In Canada, where the bureau 
established operations in 1952, 
coffee is rapidly becoming a favor- 
ite beverage. Now the organiza- 
tion is investigating the market 
potential in Europe, which now 
uses about 12,500,000 bags a year.

A Tenfold Rise 


Made in Decade 


The National Steel Company’s 
Volta Redonda Plant in R. J. 
Is Nation’s Busiest 





As can be seen from the accom- 
panying chart, Brazil is now the 
twelfth largest steel producer in 
the world. No other nation has 
had as phenomenal an increase in 
steel production during the last 
ten years as Brazil has had. 

She has raised her pre-war out- 
put ten times. Second largest in- 
crease, according to the figures 
cited, was that made by Canada, 
278.4 per cent. No other Latin 
American country is represented 
among the leading twelve. 

Volta Redonda 

Largest producer of steel in 
Brazil is the National Steel Cor- 
poration, popularly known as Volta 
Redonda, from the name of its 
plant, located in the State of Rio 
de Janeiro. Its capacity is around 
1,250,000 tons a year. The present 
expansion program should lift this 
to 2,250,000 tons by 1960. 

Volta Redonda accounts for 
more than one half of all of Bra- 
zil’s current output. Metallurgical 
engineers rank it among. the 
twenty-five largest and _ best 
equipped steel mills in the world. 
Its production line operates at 
maximum efficiency and is looked 
upon as a model of good business 
management. 

Data 


According to data just released 
by the Company, it is continuing 
its practice of increasing produc- 
tion year by year. These figures 
are for the first nine months of 
1956. 

Coke production for this period 
came to 362,649 tons, in compari- 
son with 358,818 tons for the like 
months of 1955, an increase of one 
per cent. Coke is a byproduct in 
steel production, the residue of the 
coal used to convert the iron to 
steel. 

Pig iron production was raised 
by twenty-four per cent. The plant 
this year produced 424.164 tons of 
it against 342,695 tons for the first 
nine months of 1955. Ingot steel 
output was up by fourteen per 
cent, 548,907 tons against 482,119.

Steel Sheets Up 


There was a sixteen per cent in- 
crease in steel sheets, the plant 
having produced 422,296 in the 
period cited as against 363,837 
for the earlier period. Volta Re- 
donda turns out raw rolled sheets, 
hot and cold rolled sheets as well 
as “Ferrostan” sheets, their well- 
known electrolytically tinned or 
galvanized sheets. 

Production of shapes and bars 
was down owing to an increase in 
the manufacture of rails. The ton- 
nage of these items came to 42,479 
as against 61,333. The increased 
production in rails was impres- 
sive, it soaring from 57,114 tons in 
the 1955 period to 94,008 tons 
from January 1 to September 30, 
1956. 

Changes in steel sheet manufac- 
ture were also noteworthy. The 
company began to manufacture 
tinplate in 1955 and has increased 
its output in this department. As 
a consequence there was a de- 
crease in the tonnage of thick 
rolled sheets, which slumped to 
39,507 as against 52,414 for the 
like earlier period. 


Rolled Sheets Data 


Fine heat rolled sheets, on the 
other hand, increased in tonnage, 
rising to 93,382 tons from 85,637 
tons in the previous year, an in- 
crease of nine per cent. Fine cold 
rolled sheets showed a much 
greater jump. These went to 87,- 





010 tons for the first nine months 





of 1956 from a figure of 72,061 tons 
for the like period of 1955. This is 
a whopping twenty-one per cent 
boost. 

Galvanized sheets showed an 
eighteen per cent rise in 1956 over 
the 1955 less-than-a-year period, 
going to 11,333 tons from 9,635 
tons. Finally, tinplate production 
was up a phenomenal 113 per cent. 
Output was 54,577 as against 
25,643 tons in 1955. These are 
Volta Redonda’s famous Ferro- 
stan sheets, particularly sought 
after by food canners and others. 


Specialty Steels 

The activity of Volta Redonda 
has given rise to a large number 
of steel specialty and finishing 
firms. These manufacture every- 
thing from surgical instruments 
to household hardware. As more 
steel becomes available their num- 
ber grows. It is one of the king- 
pins in the program whereby 
Brazil is transforming itself from 
a mere supplier of raw materials 
to a modern, industrialized state. 

Largest supplier of iron ore in 
Brazil is the Companhia do Vale 
do Rio Doce, with fabulously large 
reserves. Its president, Sr. Fran- 
cisco Sa Lessa, an engineer, in a 
recent radio talk in Brazil indi- 
cated that the company had al- 
ready been able to place nearly 
all of its projected 1957 output. 
Average price, he detailed, was 
US$14.50 a ton.

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A Survey of Brazil’s Huge Civil Aviation Industry 








In Second Place 
Among Nations 





It Provides Rapid Inter-City | 
Connection Between Areas 


Of Vast Dimensions 
Brazil’s civil aviation industry 
in a country which admittedly has 
transportation bottlenecks is a 


very important factor in the na- 
tion’s economic well being. It is 
a powerful influence on the pro- 
gress which is daily registered 
in all sectors of productive ac- 
tivity. 

With its 270 planes, owned by 
eight large and progressive com- 
panies, Brazil’s civil aviation in- 
dustry is counted second in the 
world. Its interest in aviation goes 
back to man’s initial flights, for 
it will be remembered that the 
great air pioneer, Santos Dumont, 
was a Brazilian. 

Reasons Cited 

The extraordinary development 
of flying in Brazil was speeded up 
by a variety of factors which may 
be noted: expensiveness of surface 
transportation because of huge 
areas involved, the relative econ- 
omy of buying planes and plane 


equipment ,and also the low price | 
of the CAP-4, which is turned out 
in Sao Paulo. 

Brazil has made it a practice 
because of her foreign exchange 
requirements to buy only those 
planes abroad, mainly in the} 
United States, England and 
France, which can be used to 
compete with those companies 
serving the nationals of the states 
mentioned. In this way some of 
the precious foreign exchange is 
obtained for the purchase of new 
planes and equipment. It also 
keeps Brazilian aviation up to 
date and on the high level on which 
it is. 

Factors Involved 

The factors which have been 

most influential in the develop- 





ment of Brazil’s civil aviation in- | 


dustry are the natural growth of 
air traffic all over the world, the 
nature of the equipment used, the 
availability and accessibility of 
her airports, the “air-taxi,” and 
the country’s air mail service.

According to the Brazilian In- 
stitute of Geography and Statis- 
tics, there were in Brazil in 1955 
|some 1182 airports, of which 1104 
‘were land ports, and 78 either 
sea or river bases. These have 
been increasing rapidly because 
to maintain an adequate nation- 
wide coverage Brazil needs thou- 
sands of air ports. Some of these 
fields are maintained in conjunc- 
tion with the military, but it is a 
matter of policy to separate the 
facilities as soon as conditions 
make possible the establishment 
of independent fields. 

Youth Air-Minded 

Like youth all over the world 
Brazil’s young people are today 
quite air-minded. The country is 
slowly building up to a graduate 
school of engineering training in 
aviation designing such as exists 
in the United States, which is 
looked up to as the model in avia- 
tion techniques.

A 5-Year Course 

It is operated by the Federal 
Ministry of Aeronautics along 
lines of technical education prac- 
ticed in the United States. Its stu- 
dents, admitted by competitive 
examinations, come from all sec- 
tions of Brazil. The course takes 
five years to complete. 

In the first two years, the prin- 
ciples underlying flight are taught. 
The last three are given over to 
specialized studies on the profes- 
sional level. The individual courses 
include those in the construction 
of planes and their motors; the 
establishment of communications 
systems and the organization and 
operation of air systems of trans- 
portation; planning aerial navi- 
gation; and several in electronics 
relating to aviation. 

The study is very 
rigorous. Students are expected to 
maintain a high level of profi- 
ciency and those who do not are 
“flunked out.” Upon graduation, 
students are placed in the numer- 
ous positions constantly opening 
up in this rapidly growing indus- 
try in Brazil.

which his administration is un- 
dertaking throughout all of Bra- 
zil, President Kubitschek sought 
to give his viewers a direct im- 
pression of these projects, under- 
scoring at the same time the fact 
that the first months in office for 
any administration are always an 
orientation period. 


Early Stages of Effort 

So it was with his administra- 
tion. The early period was given 
over to the drawing up of legal 
legislation and making adminis- 
trative decisions designed to fur- 
nish resources for the undertak- 
ings. Nevertheless, the basic re- 
sults of the achievements to be 
realized between 1956 and 1961 
are already under way. 

Within the five year period, he 
added, the availability of Brazil’s 
electrical energy, for example, will 
be seven million kw. At the same 
time the development of the trans- 
portation system will bring about 
a true industrial revolution. To 
these items the government 
giving special attention.

Brazil’s steel production will be 
more than doubled, going to 2,-

“Speaking Frankly” 

Throughout the interview on

Brasilia 

Now, two hundred years later, 
is the era of Brasilia, an era in 
which civilization is to be brought 
to a region equivalent to three- 
fourths of the unused lands of 
Brazil. Only by means of a very 
strong emotional impact, which 
will be effected with the change 
of the Capital, will Brazil achieve 
its ‘march to the West.”

When asked about the date on 
which the change would be made, 
the President responded that since 
according to law fixing the date is 
expressly reserved for Congress, 
it will have to be made by that 
body. He declared, however, that 
Brasilia would be built during his 
period in office. “Brasilia will be 
ready to become the Capital at the 
end of my term of office.”

field made anywhere in the world. 

Thus, Brazilian aviation author- 
ities are now engaged in speeding 
up flight schedules to North Amer- 
ica. Soon planes will be available 
which will be capable of making 
the New York to Rio de Janeiro 
trip in nine or ten hours, and Bra- 
zilian companies want to be the 
first to offer this very fast service. 

The aviation industry of Brazil 
has learned to equate distance 
with time rather than with cost. 
This has been a boon to Brazilian 
tourism inasmuch as it has tended 
to bring luxury class tourists to 
Brazil, who add to the exchange 
coffers of the country.

Three carrier companies main- 
tain regular schedules to interna- 
tional airports from Brazil.
